and the board decided that it would

Under the present law the board 
can issue bonds up 
to 
50000 with 
out calling sn election 
For bonds

the board agreed 
that an

75000 
This amount 
would 
pay for 
the building furniture and 
site

had issued

roads and that Gila county will hold
